6. Successfully complete a practical test for Tractor Trailer Truck Driver/Operator with a passing
score of 70% or higher.

7. Successfully complete the NFPA 1002 Driving Evaluation.

8. Successfully demonstrate Driver/Operator skills on a minimum of ten emergency incident
responses.

9. Complete all required documentation to obtain certification from authorized MCFRS/LFRD

representative.
